To Fight Ouster 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 14 
(AP).— 
Friends and associates of Dr. Glenn 
Frank, educator and writer, rallied 
8 round him Sunday 
in protest 
against a threat of La Follette pro­ 
gressive regents to remove him from 
the presidency of the University of 
Wisconsin. 
Sources close to Doctor Frank 
took cognizance of published re­ 
ports that his tenure may be ended 
abruptly at a special meeting of the 
regents next Wednesday, but those 
who have the power to remove the 
president remained silent. 
Zona Gale, the novelist and an 
alumni of the university, and Os­ 
wald Garrison Vlllard, writer and 
lecturer, issued public statements in 
defense of Frank. 
The alumni association, as a body, 
adopted a ‘‘hands-off’ policy, but 
an executive of that organization 
said individual members would pro­ 
test against summary dismissal of 
the president. 
Doctor Frank, once mentioned as 
a possible republican presidential 
candidate, had 
administered uni­ 
versity affairs for eleven years. 
Within the last year there has been 
open conflict 
over administration 
policies between him and Governor 
Philip F. La Follette, whose regent 
appointees are in control.

HULL PROPOSES 
LOWERING OF 
TARIFF WALLS 


Moves Before Buenos 
Aires Conference to 
Liberalize Trade 
Program. 


Buenas Aires, Dec. 14 (AP).—The 
United States launched Simday be­ 
fore the Inter-American peace con­ 
ference a renewed drive to liberalize 
the trade program of the American 
republics. 
Cordell Hull, secretary of state, in­ 
troduced two resolutions providing 
the conference go on record for 
equality of treatment in internation- j 
a1 trade and for reduction of exces­ 
sive trade barriers. 
That the conference will devote 


considerable attention to trade ques­ 
tions was brought further in evi­ 
dence when the Mexican and Pe­ 
ruvian delegations also introduced 
economic resolutions and other dele­ 
gations served notice they were con­ 
sidering bringing up pertinent sub­ 
jects. 
For Equality of Treatment 
Secretary 
Hull’s 
resolution 
for 
equality of treatment declares that 
the American republics “are con­ 
vinced the growth of international 
trade can serve greatly to strengthen 
the foundations of peace by improv­ 
ing the material welfare and con­ 
tentment of nations.” 
It declares the benefits may be 
achieved only “if governmental poli­ 
cies regulating trade conform to the 
spirit and equity of neighborliness. 
Contrary policies which convey spe­ 
cial advantages create resentment 
and disputes between nations and 
frustrate the peaceful ends trade 
should serve.” 
The resolution then declares the 
American republics “reaffirm the 
Montevideo declaration” that “the 
principle of equality of treatment 
stands and must continue to stand 


as the basis of all acceptable com­ 
mercial policy.” 
Bans Preferential Tariffs 
By the resolution each nation “an­ 
nounces its determination to bend 
every effort toward the objective of 
enforcing the peaceful and equitable 
principles of equality of treatment 
and discouraging in every practicable 
fashion discriminatory preferential 
trade and exchange controls and bi­ 


lateral clearing compensation agree­ 
ments which may be discriminatory. 
The resolution also pledges that 
the nations will “refrain from seek­ 
ing preferential treatment in inter­ 
national trade.”
